his article, Duncan chal­ 
lenged the right of the governor 
and state highway officials "to in­ 
vestigate themselves.” 
In this connection, he referred 
to Governor Davey’s board of uni­ 
versity professors, and to highway 
director John Jaster, Jr.’s, own in­ 
vestigation of his department. 
"It implies not the slightest dis­ 
respect to either the governor or 
the director of highways to say 
that these officials are not in a 
position to initiate or conduct such 
an investigation,” Duncan said. 
"The public will not be satisfied 
with an investigation of the de­ 
partment made or initiated by 
those responsible for its manage­ 
ment. All hearings of the investi­ 
gating committee should be open 
to the public.

The 
leaves will decompose within nine 
to 12 months and when scattered 
over the lawn make a very super­ 
ior mulch or top dressing ma­ 
terial. In small quantities, super­ 
phosphate can be purchased from 
your florist or other merchants 
who handles fertilizers.

phosphate is the best thing to use 
for your gladiolas or tulip or 
other bulbs when planting them.
